1. T h a t  DAVID HOPKINS, D,D,S,, Respondent  h e r e i n ,  
i s  d u l y  l i c e n s e d  t o  p r a c t i c e  d e n t i s t r y  i n  t h e  S t a t e  of  Wisconsin  
and t h a t  h i s  l i c e n s e  b e a r s  number 4000600 and was g r a n t e d  on 
September 1 4 ,  1949, 

2 ,  T h a t  a  c o m p l a i n t  c o n s i s t i n g  of two c o u n t s  was 
f i l e d  a g a i n s t  Respondent  h e r e i n  on May 24, 1982,  and  was 
du ly  s e r v e d  upon Respondent  on May 27, 1982, 

3,  The Respondent  h a s  r e a d  t h e  Compla in t  and under-  
s t a n d s  t h e  n a t u r e  of  t h e  a l l e g a t i o n s  a g a i n s t  him. 

4 .  T h a t  Respondent  h a s  s o l d  h i s  p r a c t i c e  and i s  n o t  
c u r r e n t l y  engaged i n  t h e  a c t i v e  p r a c t i c e  of d e n t i s t r y ,  

5 ,  T h a t  Respondent  of h i s  own f r e e  w i l l  h a s  r e t i r e d  
from t h e  p r a c t i c e  of d e n t i s t r y  and does  n o t  a t  t h i s  t i m e  i n -  
t e n d  t o  p r a c t i c e  d e n t i s t r y  a t  any t i n e  i n  t h e  f u t u r e  i n  t h e  
S t a t e  of Wisconsin ,  

6 ,  T h a t  Respondent h a s  d e c i d e d  n o t  t o  renew h i s  
l i c e n s e  t o  p r a c t i c e  d e n t i s - ~ r y  on t h e  r enewal  6 a t e  of September 
3 0 ,  1983, o r  a t  any t i m e  s u b s e q u e n t  t o  t h a t  d a t e .

of d e n t i s t r y ,  r e s p o n d e n t  a g r e e s  t o  appear  b e f o r e  t h e  D e n t i s t r y  
Examining Board a t  a  r e g u l a r l y  s c h e d u l e d  mee t ing  and demon- 
s t r a t e  t o  t h e  s a t i s f a c t i o n  of t h e  Board h i s  f i t n e s s  t o  p r a c -  
t i c e  under  h i s  l i c e n s e ,  

7 .  T h a t  a s  of t h e  d a t e  t h a t  Respondent  s o l d  h i s

agreed  t o  and t h e  f a c t s  se t  f o r t h  i n  t h i s  s t i p u l a t i o n  a r e  
i n t r i c a t e l y  r e l a t e d  t o  e a c h  o t h e r  and a r e ,  t h e r e f o r e ,  made 
c o n t i n g e n t  upon t h e  a c c e p t a n c e  of  t h i s  s t i p u l a t i o n  i n  i t s  
e r_k i re t . r  by t h e  Denti str17 Examining Boa-rd. F a i l u r e  t o  ac-  
c e p t  t h i s  s t i p u l a t i o n  i n  i t s  e n t i r e t y  by t h e  D e n t i s t r y  
Examining Board g i v e s  t h e  p a r t i e s  h e r e t o  t h e  r i g h t  t o  d e c l a r e  
t h e  t e r m s  of  t h i s  s t i p u l a t i o n  n u l l  and v o i d  and r e s t o r e s  t h e  
p a r t i e s  t o  t h e i r  r e s p e c t i v e  p o s i t i o n s  a s  t h e y  e x i s t e d  a t  
t h e  t i m e  of e x e c u t i o n  of t h i s  s t i p u l a t i o n ,  

13,  T h a t  t h e  Respondent and h i s  c o u n s e l  a r e  f u l l y  
aware of and u n d e r s t a n d  t h a t  had t h e  Respondent  chosen t o  
p roceed  w i t h  t h i s  a c t i o n ,  h e  would have  had t h e  r i g h t  t o  a  
h e a r i n g  on t h e  a l l e g a t i o n s  a g a i n s t  him a t  which t ime  t h e  
S t a t e  would have  had t h e  burden of p r o v i n g  t h o s e  a l l e g a t i o n s  
by c l e a r ,  s a t i s f a c t o r y  and c o n v i n c i n g  e v i d e n c e ;  tha - t  t h e  
Respondent would have  had t h e  r i g h t  t o  c o n f r o n t  and c r o s s -  
examine t h e  w i t n e s s e s  a g a i n s t  him; t h a t  t h e  r e s p o n d e n t  
would have had t h e  r i g h t  t o  c a l l  w i t n e s s e s  i n  h i s  b e h a l f  and 
t o  compel t h e i r  a t t e n d a n c e  by subpoena;  t h e  Respondent  would 



have had t h e  r i g h t  t o  t e s t i f y  h i m s e l f ;  t h e  Respondent  would 
have had t h e  r i g h t  t o  f i l e  o b j e c t i o n s  t o  any p r o p o s e d  d e c i s i o n s  
and t o  p r e s e n t  b r i e f s  o r  o r a l  arguments  t o  t h e  o f f i c i a l s  who 
were t o  r e n d e r  t h e  f i n a l  d e c i s i o n ;  he would have had  t h e  r i g h t  
t o  p e t i t i o n  f o r  r e h e a r i n g ;  t h e  Respondent would h a v e  had a l l  
o t h e r  r i g h t s  a f f o r d e d  t h e  Respondent under  t h e  U n i t e d  S t a t e s  
C o n s t i t u t i o n ,  t h e  Wisconsin C o n s t i t u t i o n ,  t h e  Wiscons in  S t a t u t e s  
and t h e  Wisconsin  A d m i n i s t r a t i v e  Code. 

1 4 ,  T h a t  t h e  Respondent ,  i n  view of t h e  agreement  t o  
d i s m i s s  t h e  c o m p l a i n t  a g a i n s t  him f r e e l y ,  v o l u n t a r i l y  and 
knowingly waives  t h e  r i g h t  t o  proceed w i t h  t h e  c o m p l a i n t s  
a g a i n s t  him and s p e c i f i c a l l y  waives each  and e v e r y  one of t h e  
r i g h t s  s e t  f o r t h  i n  p a r a g r a p h  13  above,
